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RHODESIA: Smith Wins Vote 


Rhodesian Prime Minister Smith turned aside a chal- 
Tenge to his leadership by dissident right-wing members of his 
Rhodesian Front Party at a special party congress y esterday . 
The congress also authorised Smith to negotiate a settlement 
with black nationalists . 


| Press reports indicate Smith won two crucial resolu- 
tions by comfortable margins. The first stated that the con- 
gress "accepted the need for a settlement and urges the govern- 
ment to ensure that the rights of all communities are meaning- 
fully guaranteed." 


The second resolution authorized Smith to negotiate 
a settlement, giving him a free hand to respond to British For- 
eign Secretary Owen's new proposals for a settlement conference. 
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Twelve dissident Rhodesian Front members of parlia- 
ment had sought to challenge Smith at the congress, saying that 
a recently passed amendment to the Land Tenure Act had violated 
the party's principles. 


Smith apparently won approval to negotiate by means 
of a watered-down version of his original proposal to the party 
congress. The Prime Minister had asked that the party's poli- 
cies and principles be suspended in order to show good faith in 
negotiations. The adopted version authorized Smith to negotiate, 

but urged the government to "strive to abide" by the party's 

policies . ,1

\ Polish 'party leader Gierek' s speech to a Central 

Committee plenum on Thursday suggests he intends to continue 
his moderate, pragmatic course in internal affairs. 


Gierek gave no indication he intends to impose new 

restrictions to control domestic dissidents, and gave no hints 
that new economic policies are planned. 


| The major theme of his speech was the need to improve 

the party's performance in working with the Polish people. The 
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regime views the local party activists as necessary intermedi- 
aries between the people and the top leadership. Gierek seemed 
ready to admit that the top leadership has not done a good job; 
his promise that there will be more democracy in the party 
seems designed to tell low-ranking party members that they will 
have more influence on the decision-making process so they 
will be better able to help implement policy.
